Again, in the report presented at their fifth annual meeting, these 
words may be read :'—” Your Committee desire it may be distinctly 
understood that they are very far from attempting to interfere with 
the superintending clergyman in the discharge of those educational 
functions which belong to his sacred office. They leave him, in the 
oral instruction of the pup!!s, as uncontrolied in the schoolroom as he 
is in the pulpit.” F. 14, par- 2, rep. v., 1844.) 

In the-report for the next year the following appears :-—* Surely, 
if the proper position and consequent obligation of the Church be 
that of a witness to and keeper of the truth, it can form no part ef 
the duty of her ministers, to connect themselves with a system which 
practically places no distinction between truth and error; which 
not only gives to the teacher of erroneous doctrines the same facili- 
ties for spreading the peculiar dogmas of his creed, that it gives to 
him who faithfully holds fast the form of sound words, for 
incu'cating the unoorrupted doctrines of the Christian faith ; granting 
assistance to each to the same extent, and on the same grounds, and 
endorsing the pretentions of both alike, as equal authorised to give 
religious instruction to whomeoever they mar induce to receive their 
teaching, but also requires the faithfial minister of Christ to co- 
operate with it in providing a security and guarantee that what he 
believer to be Divine Truth, and necessary tu man's eternal salvation, 
shall effectualir be kept aloof from those whom he believes to be 
ignorant of it, and not likely to obtain the knowledge of it through 
anv other channel than that particular one which he thus pledges 
himaelito close.” [6th report, 1845, p. 15, par. 1 , 

The documents from which these are cited have been open t 
every inquirer into the principles of the Society who desired to as- 
certain the facta of the case, for an abundantly sufficient time. 

The Committee would observe that they have proof of Mr. Napier 
having given their cause valuable assistance and strenuous advocacy, 
both before and after the dates of the two latter, which are so very

THE BATTLE OF MELAZZO. 

The ial correspondent of the Times sends a very 
animated account of the battle of Melazzo, and follows 
it up by describing the evacuation of Messina by the 
Neapolitans. In the following passage he describes 
Garibaldi’s personal encounter during the battle: — 

“ Although the whole movement was under ths orders 
more especially of Medici, Garibaldi was, of course, the 
soul of the fight, finding himself invariably at the point 
most exposed, and exposing himself, as is his wont to 
do He was with the centre, which was making ite way 
slowly over and through all the obstacles, when the 
news arrived that the left, unable to resist the superior 
forces of the enemy, was giving way, and thus expos- 
ing the whole line to be turned on that side. Taking 
the only reserve remaining a battalion composed 
of North Italians and Palermitans, under the com- 
mand of Lieut.-Colonel Dunne and several other English 
officers, he went to the left to stem the advance of the 
Neapolitans. His presence and the exertion of the offi- 
cers of the battalion succeeded in steadying these young 
troops, who not only resisted further attacks, but pushed 

forward towards the guns with which the enemy was 
sweeping the road. One advance bolder than the rest 
brought them to the guns ; an English sailor, lately en 
listed at Patti, was the first across the wall behind which 
one of the guns was posted, and the next moment the 
gun was carried off in triumph. Just at the moment 
when it was disappearing behind the curve in the road. 
the cry arose of ‘Cavalry—cavalry !’ and excited con- 
fusion. Vain were the attempts of Garibaldi and of the 
officers to overcome this bugbear of young troops ; they 
pressed against the garden wall on one side, and, j umpiug 
a ditch on they other, the opened a road to about a dozen 
bold horsemen of the Chasseurs a Cheval, who, with their 
Captain at their head,rushed through this break in our line 
to recapture the gun. Garibaldi had only time to step aside 
when the horseman passed, sabring right and left. But 
they did not go far, for after the first panic the infantry 
recovered and soon emptied the greater part of their 
saddles. The captain, a sergeant, and a private tried to 
make their escape, and would have succeeded but for 
Garibaldi’s personal bravery. He went into the middle 
of the road, and having left his revolvers in the holsters 
'when-he dismounted, he drew his sword, and placed 
himself in a position to stop the captain. The only 
Ea with him at the time was Captain Missori, of the 

uides, who was likewise on foot, but armed with a 
revolver. His first shot, wounding the horse of the 
“= pea captain, brought it on its haunches ; Gari- 
baldi seized hold of the bridle, intending to secure the 
captain as his prisoner. But the captain answered to 
the demand to surrender by a blow with his sword at 
Garibaldi, who parried and retaliated, cutting the Nea- 
politan captain with one stroke down the face and neck, 
and prostrating him dead at his feet. While Garibaldi 
was thus engaged in this single-handed combat, Captain 
Missori shot down the sergeant who came to assist his 
officer. This one despatched, he seized hold of the pri- 
vate whose horse had been shot, and when he resisted, 
shot him also with another barrel from his revolver.” 

It would seem by the pore may of the battle that in 
the main the Neapolitans s on the defensive, firing 
from behind walls and all kinds of covers, and were 
slowly dislodged, the Sicilians losing heavily through- 
out. The fight lasted for fourteen hours, in the heat of 
the day. 

From the kind of fighting, you may judge of our 
losses. The whole force, which was about 5,000 men, 
has 750 dead and wounded ; it is impossible to estimate 
the loss of the Neapolitans, but it is not likely that they 
had more than one-third of our own. Fortunately, 
slight wounds, cipally in the extremities, prevail,”

THE CHAPLAINCY OF THE SOUTH DUBLIN UNION—CASE OF THE HEY 


MH. POX. 
The O'DONOGHUE called the attention of the House 
tothe dismissal of the Rev. L. C. P. Fox from the 


chaplaincy of the South Dublin Uaion by the Irish Poor 


Aw Commissioners. He explained that, it having been 

thought necessary to search some of the female inmates 
for certain articles of clothing, the latter refused to be 
searched by the female keepers in the presence of the 
male officers. A scene of confusion and riot occurred, 
and Mr. Fox, who witnessed part of the proceedings, 
alleged that great indecency was committed in pre- 
sence of the men, and also by them in the act of seareh. 
An inquiry subsequently took place, when the men 
denied the allegations made against them, though their 
statements were highly contradictory of each other. 
The result, however, was that Mr. Fox was dis- 
missed from his chaplaincy, because he refused to with- 
draw or modify the testimony he had given. The hon. 
member complained that great injustice had been done 
to Mr. Fox, and that he had been dismissed by the com. 
missiontrs solely to screen the officers of the Union 
from the charges brought against them, and he read the 
evidence given by some of the female paupers in corrv- 
boration of the rev. gentleman's statements, while the 
evidence of the officers, he maintained, was entirely 
lestitute of credit. He hoped the Government would 
not support the Poor Law Commissioners in this instance 
merely on the ground that men in authority should be 
supported, but that the Government and the House 
would do justice to the Rev. Mr, Fox, who had been so 
grossly outraged. 

Mr. BRADY also supported the case of Mr. Fox, and 
maintained that no twelve menin England would, on 
the evidence, have come to the conclusion that the Iris 
Poor Law Commissioners had arrived at. 

Mr. CARDWELL observel that the Poor Law Com 
missioners were in no way responsible for the institu- 
tion of the search, or for the manner in which it was 
conducted, though they were responsible for the opinion 
they afterwards formed of it. A riot of a serious kif 
had taken place in the workhouse while a search was 
going on, and on the invitation of the guardiang the 


Poor Law Commissioners instituted an inquiry inte the 
& = 


circumstances. Mr. Fox had given evidence, in 

he stated that conduct had taken place which was 
“ scandalous, obscene, and abominable,” but it was to be 
observed that Mr. Fox was not in the room in which 
the occurrences took place, but saw them from another 
room, and through the window. The other witnesses did 
not bear out the statement male by Mr. Fox, and, with- 
out imputing. any blame to that gentleman, who had no 
doubt spoken what he believed to be the truth,the commis- 
sioners came to the conclusion that his allegatioas were 
not sustained by the evidence, They did not believe that 
the officers of the establishment were guilty of the cun- 
duct imputed to them, and, as persons responsible for the 
peace and tranquility of the workhouse, in which were 

2,000 or 3,000 inmates, they felt that so long as Mr. Fox 
adhered to the statement that “ scandalous, obscene, 
and abominable” conduct had been committed the safety 
of the establishment was compromised, and they invited 
him to withdraw these words, Mr. Fox not only did 
not withdraw them, but repeated them, and the commis- 
sioners, not in the way of punishment, but simply tor 
the preservation of the peace of the establishment, re- 
moved him from his office. They cast no impatation on 
bis character, for they believed that he had spoken, what 
he thought to be true, but from the considerations he 
had stated it was deemed necessaty to remove him. He 
must also state that the commissioners did n ot approve 
ofthe manner in which the search had in this case been 
conducted, and in that disapproval he entirely con- 
curred, 

Sir G. ROWYER thought the atatement of the Seore- 
tary for Ireland very unsatisfactory. For male officers 
to search females was clearly illegal; and he contended 
that to sacr'fice Mr, Fox merely for what was called the 
peace of the workhause, was in the highest degree harsh 
and unjust, 

Mr. BU DT contended that the search in this case was 
illegal, and that the commissioners in giving their saac- 
tion to it had set a precedent for similar conduct being 
followed in every workhouse in Ireland. He denounced 
the indeceney of the search in the presence of men, 
some of whom even took part in it, and asked if the 
fema's paupers of Ireland were to be treated in a way 
which no memter of that House would tolerate in the 
cas; of his own daughter. Mr. Fox had done nothing 
but his duty in giving evidence of what he had seen and 
the way in which he had been treated by the commis- 
sioners would have the effect of preventing others in 
similar circumstances from complaining of misconduct 
on the part of the officials. 

Mr. HENLEY id it was evident that the row in 
this workhouse was caused by women being searched 
in the presence of men; a riot would have taken place 
under similar circumstances in any workhouse in 
England, lle was surprised to hear the Secretary 
for Ireland say that the Poor Law Commissioners were 
not responsible for this searching of women in the pre- 
sence of men, Were they to understand that work- 
house masters might do anything of this kind in the 
establishments committed to their charge, and that the 
Poor Law Commissiouers were not to be held re- 
sponsible? 

Mr. CARD WELL had said that the Commissioners 
were not responible for the search taking plate, but 
that they were responsible forthe judgment the 
tormod of it, after it tuok place, on the evidence lal 
before them. 

Mr. HENLEY thought that was a very fine distine- 
tion. Of course the commis ionepa were not responsible 
for what they did net kuew; but be maintained that 
they were responsible íor everything that they did on 
what was brought before them. com inissioner: 
had dismissed the Roman Catholic lain because 
they thought he was mistaken in his evidence, for they 
did not charge him with wilful falsehood, but, on the 
contrary, admitted that he spoke what he believed to be 
the truth.

David Mack, a travelling auctioneer from Belfast, 
and Charles Mooney, late policeman and clerk) 
Portglenone, were indicted for conspiring to defraud 
several parties of various sums of money, 

Messrs. Major, Henderson, Johnston, and Richard- 
son, prosecuted on the part of the Crown. 

Mr. Hamilton, advised by Mr. Loughery, defended the 
prisoners. 

Che prisoners were a portion of a gang-of swindlers 
who visited Derry in February, and whose artfal pro- 
ceedings were inade the subjeet of a good deal of com- 
ment in the papers. Their mode of doing business was 
to take suitable premises in respectable of Derry, 
ann, unce auctions, at which great were 
to be given. When a dupe was caught in their 
rooms & woman (wife of one of the prisoners), 
would enter with the making of a suit of clothes, 
which she pretended belonged to her husband, 
who had come to Derry from Seotland, and spent 
all his money, and that she wished to sell the cloth 
at a sacrifice, in order to take herself and family 
to Scotland. Mack, the prisoner, would refuse to bring 
the goods, but offered to auction them ab whatever 
they would bring. Eventually the goods. were put 
and knocked down to the dupes at a sum far 
their value. Mooney and others acted as safe bidders. 
The “ distressed female” would then produce a Genev 
watch, value for about 21, but useless as a ti
